ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, NORTH AFRICA, May 13.—Naval 
sources announced today that more than 11,000,000 groes tons of 
Allied merchant shipping sailed to North Africa between Nov. 3 
and May 8, with losses by enemy action of only 2.16 per cent 

The vast tonnage of shipping brought men and supplies from 
the United States and Britain. Informants pointed out that since 
the traffic was moving both ways, the tonnage actually escorted was 
more than 22,000,000. 

The losses were chiefly to Axis submarines. 

Allied submarines sank more thap 40 large or medium-sized 
Axis supply ships, transports and tankers in the Mediterranean dur- 
ing the campaign, as well as 39 smaller vessels, an official statement 
said. Nine other ships, mostly large ones, were damaged. 

In April alone, Allied light naval forces accounted for two large 
enemy destroyers, six merchant vessels, two motor torpedo boats.

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Canada Was There 


Canadians will get considerable satis- 
faction from a statement by Mr. Ilsley that 
Canada last year supplied Russia with 
$61,000,000 worth of tanks, armored ve- 
hicles, shells and metals; and Australia 
and New Zealand with $71,000,000 of 
mechanical equipment. The more satisfac- 
tion because we supplied these things with- 
out demanding payment for them. 

These items were checked off against 
the billion dollar aid-for-Britain fund voted 
by parliament—with the consent of the 
British authorities of course. In other 
words, Britain passed along to Russia, 
Australia and New Zealand $132,000,000 
worth of the supplies Canada donated to 
it. 

This was done at a time when Britain 
was straining its resources to support 
three armies in North Africa and the Near 
East, to send equipment to India and Aus- 
tralia on its own account, and was accum- 
ulating weapons for the invasion of Eur- 
ope. It is time for Goebbels to tell us again 
that Britain is leaving it to other countries 
to carry its share of the war burden. 

Canada by this showing had some part 
in the splendid offensive the Russians were 
able to stage last winter, and in the offen- 
sive defence which the people “down un- 
der” have been able to offer to the Japan- 
ese; just as it had in the pursuit of the 
Afrika Korps across Libya by troops car- 
ried in Canadian trucks. 


Von Arnim 


Colonel General Ju Von Arnim 
may be a Nazi, but at least he had the 
manhood to stay with his soldiers and 
share their fate. Let us give credit where 
it is due. Von Arnim could have fled from 
Africa and left his troops to fight without 
a leader until they died or were forced to 
surrender. Despatches a few days ago 
said he had done this, relinquishing com- 
mand to the Italian General Giovanni 
Mease. 

The surrender of Von Arnim and his 
Cape Bon fugitives ended all organized re- 
sistance in Tunisia. The isolated units atill 
holding out here and there in the moun- 
tains have nothing to gain by prolonged 
guerilla fighting and have the permission 
and -xample of their commander-in-chief 
for laying down their arms. The Axis is 
out of Africa. 

Von Arnim was not sent to Africa just 
because somebody had to be sent. He was 
chosen as the best man available to or- 
ganize and direct a furious fighting de- 
fence against the converging Allied forces. 
He was a specialist in handling armored 
troops, and was relied upon to hold the 
enemy at bay as long as it would be pos- 
sible for any commander to do so. He 
ranked with Rommel in Hitlers order of 
precedence, and ahead of him in the record 
of achievements. 

It will be idle for Berlin to deny that 
the loss of this talented leader is not a 
serious blow to the Axis, at a time when it 
is preparing to meet the shock of invasion. 
His capture could be worth more to the Al- 


Edmonton in Arrears 


At the close of business Tuesday eve- 
ning the number of subscribers to the 
Victory Loan in Edmonton was 4,172 short 
of the mark set, while the total of bond 
sales left about $2,400,000 needed to reach 
the quota. Subscribers at that time num- 
bered 12,230, and the amount subscribed 
$6,482,900, 

In any previous loan campaign this 
would have been a fine showing, for Jt 
beats al] records for number of subscribers 
and amount raised. But this loan is also a 
record-maker. It is upward of 25 per cent 
more in the amount sought than the loan 
of last fal—which set a new all-time mark. 
Figures from previous campaigns are 
therefore useful only as showing whether 
they are now being exceeded by the neces- 
sary margine. 

To reach the minimum of $1,100,000.- 
000, subscriptions will have to average 
about $100 per head of the population of 
Canada. Assuming Edmonton's perman- 
ent population to be 100,000, the quota for 
the city works out at around $88 per head. 
Edmonton is not being asked to subscribe 
out of proportion as compared to other 
centres. Rather the amount required per 
head falls below the average for the whole 
country. 

The inference is plain enough that Ed- 
monton people would not feel very proud 
of themselves should they fail to make 
their objective. They might expect in that 
event to hear and read some not very 
flattering comment from people living else- 
where. Those who have put off subscrib- 
ing should not delay longer, and all who 
can do 80 should apply for a bond or more 
than one. Edmonton showd be well up to 
the front when the fina! returns are made

Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill met 
aboard a warship in mid-Atlantic in Aug- 
ust of 1941—and drew up the Atlantic 
Charter. When the Japs attacked Pearl 
Harbor and Hong Kong, Mr. Churchill vis- 
ited Washington—and the plans for joint 
action in the Pacific were drawn. He re- 
turned last June—and the invasion of 
North Africa followed. The Casablanca 
conference was held in January last—and 
“unconditional surrender’ was made the 
one and only basis on which the Axis 
powers can obtain peace. 

The victory in Tunisia marks another 
turn in the war, the more significant be- 
cause the Russians beat the Nazis on the 
draw and are waging a hot offensive in the 
Caucasus. The defensive phase of the 
fighting in the Euro-African theatre is 
ended. The Allie@ are on the attack, on 
two fronts. Where, when and how they 
will strike next are questions about which 
Speculation is naturally rife in all Allied 
countries—and about which anxiety is 
even more tense in Germany and Italy. 

With Mr. Churchill came a party of 
high-ranking military and naval men, sure 
indication that whatever plans are in the 
making are to be charted in detail as to 
time, place, methods, forces, supplies and 
supports. 

Tokyo will have no cause to fee] that its 
war in the Pacific is being ignored, since 
the heads of the British land, sea and air 
forces in India are attending the confer- 
ence, and General Chennault is also in 
Washington or was there a few days ago. 


Enemy submarines were less succeas- 
ful in their work of destruction in the. At- 
lantic during April than they were in 
Marth. That is welcome news, but it must 
not be taken to mean that the menace has 
passed ‘or that the U-boat campaign has 
broken down. The returns for a single 
month do not provide a basis for judging 
the trend of sinkings. The record for this 
month may be higher than for either 
March or April—which again could not be 
construed as showing anything more than 
the fluctuations to which the sea warfare 
is subject.

For your fall lettuce be sure to} 
plant some in August. Remember 
lettuce will grow well in the cooler 
fall season. 


Choice Quality 

Lettuce is a crop that must grow 
fast and continuously from seed 
; time to maturity, If it is to be of the | 
| finest eating quality. If growth is 
|checked by dryness at the roots, 
the quality of the crop is impaired. 

This, of course, is true of most 
vegetable crops. It will pay, how- 
| ever, to prepare the soil thorough- 
ly for lettuce by working inte it an 
abundance of old, well decompos- 
ed manure. After spading the soil 
deeply, mix a four-inch layer of the 
| dried manure into the upper six or 
eight inches of the row in which the 
| lettuce is to grow. This crop does 
| best in a light sandy loam soi! well 
loaded up with humus. 

Then, to give the young plants a 
quick start, use a complete fertil- 
izer at rate of one pound pee | 
twenty feet of rows. Rake the fer- 
tilizer into the surface soil. Water | 
before sowing seed in it, or trans- 
| planting young seedlings. One to| 
two pounds of lime to twenty feet 
| of row will sweeten up the soil if 
it is too acid. 

Feed the plants every two weeks | 
by dissolving a handful of com- 
mercial fertilizer in a pail of water 
, and applying a pint of it carefully 
to the soil around the plants, keep- 
ing it off the foliage. 

To this treatment should be added 
frequent shallow cultivation of om 


| surface soil to keep it free from

Believe Record 
Is Established | 
Divorce Action 


Believed to be unprecedented in 
Edmonton's divorce court records 
Mr. Justice G. B. O'Connor in a 
supreme court judgment handed | 
down Thursday granted a decree 
nisi of divorce but stipulated that | 

| 


the degree should not become 
absolute until after the expiry of 
two years. 

“In his written judgment Mr. Jus 
tice O'Connor stated that “on the 
evidence the plaintiff is entitled to 
a decree nisi for a divorce, but the 
court looks with suspicion on these 
multiple divorces. The evidence in 
any action in a divorce should be 
closely scrutinized by the King's 
Proctor.” 

“L grant the decree nisi at 
of two years.” 

The usual term before a decree 
nisi becomes absolute is three 
months. 

The divorce action in which the 
judgment was delivered was 
brought by Earl V. Emeny seeking 
a decree against Mary B. Emeny 
The plaintiff had been divorced 
previously on two oceasions, in 1929 
and again in 1935. He remarried in 
1936, and in 1941 his third wife left 
him. Divorce proceedings against 
her were started in February, 1943

WASHINGTON.—I attended the 
British War Relief luncheon yester- 
day and saw a number of people by | 
appointment in the afternoon. 

One of the things brought to my 
attention recently is the effort 
which is being made to spread the 
observance of “shut-in day,” on the | 
first Sunday in June. This year it 
will fall on June 16th. 

Canada, I think, first sponsored 
this day and it has already spread 
to a number of states and communi- 
ties in our country. Many organiza- 
tions—business, religious, civic and 
recreational — have co-operated to 
make it a day when handicapped 
people who can not leeve their 
homes will feel themselves specially 
red in their communities 
Alm everyone knows someone 
who can not leave his room, or his 
bed, or his chair. 

These people rarely want sym- 
pathy. They strive in every way they 
how to be of use in the 
to earn their own way if 
possible. Many of them have de- 
veloped, because of their handicap 
some very interesting ways of being 
of service to others. Nevertheless, 
few of them would deny, I think 
that little attention which show that 
other people have thought of them 
mean a great deal, 

Perhaps, this vear, this day will 
have a particularly poignant sig- 
nificance for a great many people, 
for every day this war goes on, 
we are adding to our casualty lists, 
and some of these boys may be 
shut-ins in the future. They will 
want visitors, they will want sug- 
gestions, perhaps help in getting 
started in some new kind of work 
which is fitted to their particular 
capacity 

I have been thinking a good deal 
about these young men who are 
beginning to come into our mili- 
tary hospitals in considerable num- 
bers. In spite of the fact that many 
of ‘hem will be able to continue to 
pertorm limited service in the 
armed forces, I have been wonder- 
ing whether the congress and the 
executive departments involved, 
might not make a survey to deter- 
mine what would be most helpful 
to these men in making them useful 
in the future i 

Many of them must have inter- 
rupted their education. ard if they 
continued it at once, it might lead 
into professions or occupations 
which they could carry through 
quite well in spite of their handi- 
caps
